Ottawa, March 22—Good headway in 
the direction of prorogation was made 
in the commons today. Several gov- 
ernment bills were advanced a stage 
while private legislation was also for- 
warded. Late in the evening the 
house went into committee of supply 
on the estimates for the department of 
trade anu commerce, all of which were 
voted, . 

At the evening session exception was 
taken by Hon. Frank Oliver, Arthur 
Meighen, A. C. Boyce and A. K. Me- 
Lean to the bill to incorporate the 
Universal Eyesight insurance company 
of Ldmonton. 

There was an amusing 
in the evening. Hon. H. R. Emmerson 
spoke at considerabie length in sup- 
port of the right of employees of the 
i, C. R. who have been dismissed for 
partisan condyct to withdraw from the 
provident fund any money contributed 
by them. 

Hon, Grank fochrane’s reply was in 
the form of a single sentence speech. 
“It is my intention that these men 
shall get their money," he said. 

The Minister then rose, gathered up 
some papers from his desk and walked 
out of the chamber, 

Mr. Emmerson laughingly observed 
that if the minister's speech was not 
very long it was at any rate quite 
satisfactory. 

To Place An Embargo. 

Hon. Frank Oliver called the atten- 
tion of the minister of trade and com- 
merce to an item in the Toronto Globe 
dated from Winnipeg which stated that 
great delay was experienced in. receiv- 
ing cars back after shipment to Du- 
luth and that the railway traffic chiefs 
eonsequently had decided to. place an 
embargo on all shipments to that point 
He thought it strange that the, rail- 
ways could carry other commodities 
than grain over the line and get their 
cars beck. ~ im ee oatad 

The minister of trade and commerce 
said he had made inquiries regarding 
the matter and would have informa- 
tion to lay before the house on Mon- 
day. 

Ottawa, March .22.—The Liberal 
majority in the Senat e this afternoon 
by a vote of 36 to 11, inserted in the 
goyernment’s highway bill a clause 
suggested by Senator Power, declar- 
ing that the federal moneys to be 
voted must be divided between the 
various pravinces on the basis of 
population as ascertained at the last 
preceding census. 

This amendment was moved in the 
lower house by Sir Wilfrid Laurier but 
was voted down on a straight party di- 
vision. The amendment suggests the 
possibility of a serious deadlock be- 
tween the two houses, 

Lougheed’s Opinion 

In committee on the highway’s aid 
act, Hem. Mr, Lougheed said he still 
held the view that Senator Power's 
amendment would render the bili in- 
operative, There was no need for it 
for the government would this session 
bring down an estimate providing a 
sum which would be divided among 
all the provinces according to their 
population, ‘ca at least, all provinces 
who qualified to the terms. 

Hon, Senator Dandurand declared 
that the amendment would not hurt 
the government's bill at all, It was 
merely making law what the govern- 
ment declared was its intention, 

A Want of Confidence Vote 

Hon. Mr. Lougheed said the Senate 
had the right to amend the bill but 
as this amendment had been rejected 
by the commons, Its passage through 
the Senate would be a want of con- 
fidence yote und lead to conflict be- 
tween the two houses, The commons 
could hardly be expected to endorse 
what they had just rejected, This 
precedent followed, would mean that 
the Senate would deminate parliament 
The bill should be accepted or re- 
jected but not amended, 

Ottawa, Mach 22.—In the com- 
mons today in reply to question ofHon, 
Rodolphe Lemieux, the minister of fl- 
nance explained that there had been 
no intention to discriminate against 
British firms in awarding the contract 
foe bank notes, etc, He explained 
that the government had followed 
practically the same procedure of the 
late government, Had the British 
firm notified the government of its de- 
sire to tender, the department would 
gladly have extended the time for re- 
ceiving tenders, 

A long discussion arose over an act 
to amend the criminal code with re- 
spect to the granting cf charters to 
racing associations, The minister of 
justice explained that the object of 
the bill was to provide that in future 
racing priviliges could only be obtain- 
ed by act of parliament or a legisiat- 
ure and not by letters. The law now 
restricts each racing association to 
two meetings a year, each not more 
than seven days in- length, The 
amendment is the same and further 
provides that not more than ‘two 
meetings 4 year may be held on any 
One track, At the present time as

Fort William, Mareh 22.—It will be 

a ‘relief’ to every persen connected 

with the grain business whether grow- 

er, buyer, railroader or mariner when 

May ist arrives, for that is the day 

ft ig ‘estirhated that a free way will 

be possible across the chain of lakes 
once more. 

This is the figuring of those closely 

connected with lake trade who have 

been weighing the reports from the 
variqas ports, but of course everything 
depends on conditions at the Soo and 

Whitefish Bay. The ice is thicker 

at the Soo than it has Been for 20 
Years, and the old captains are dub- 
jous as to vessels making a passage 
there until month of May as has 
been recorded this week. 

At the head of the lakes there will 
be no trouble, for it is estimated 
that the Kaministiquia river will be 
clear as well as the bay. The Great 
Lakes companies’ ice steamers will 
start and after the ice field between 
Port Arthur and Fort William has 
been penetrated, passages will be 
broken through the ice barrier ‘to the 
open water of Lake Superior, 

Neither in Port Arthur or Fort Wil- 
lim is there an inch of room in ves- 
sels or elevators, but what is cram- 
med with grain, The Canadian Pac- 
itic railway is shipping east an aver- 
age of 200 cars per day, There are 
1200 cars of wheat in the yards here 
at the present time waiting for un- 
leoding, but as the elevatcrs are cram- 
med to their capacity the cars can be 
unloaded at the rate of shipments 
east, . 

Two weeks ago the Lake Shippers 
clearance association had an order on 
the elevators for 5,000 cars. The or- 
der at the present day is 3200 so 
that the railway is slowly but surely 
reducing the car jam at this port. 


TO SPEND $15,000 A YEAR ON BOY 


Jarge Sum Decreeg for Support of a 
Lad, Heir to Millions. 

New York, March 22.--Mrs. J. Ar- 
thur Hinckley, the young widow of 
the wealthy American yachtsman, 
in a 
Paris banking house that she didn’t 
know her husband had left her, has 
been informed by the Supreme Court 
that she can draw $15,000 a yeat 
from the $2,000,000 estate to support 
her son, J. Arthur Hinckley, who is 
five years old, 

When the elder Hinckley died sud- 
denly in August, 1910, he left a will 
that provided the young son might 
be allowed $3,000 a year for his ex- 
penses unti) he was 21. He directed 
that the veaccutors hold the accumu. 
lations of income en two-thirds of 
the estate for the boy and pay it over 
to him when he became of age. These 
accumulations of interest already 
amount to $58,000, 

The father also prided in the will 
that from 21 years of age to 26 years 
$20,000 annually should be allowed 
to the youngster, and that when he 
reached. 28 he might haye an addi- 
tional $50,000 in cash from the prin- 
elpal, 

From 28 to 85 he was to have $25,- 
000 a year income, and at the age of 
a5 receive one-half of his two-thirds 


interest. At 40, the will stated, the 
son Was to get the remainder of his 
interest. 


Justice Davis, who was asked by 
the Central Trust Company, a8 trus- 
tee, to construe the will, has decided 
‘hat the provisions as to the distribu. 
tion of the son’s interest after he 
reaches his majority are invalid. The 
court holds that the son Is entitled to 


his entire interest when he becomes 
21, and 415,000 a year until that 
time,

minimum wage bill, introduced by 


Premier Asquith, im’an endeavour to 
sbring about a settlement of the coat 
strike, passed through the committees 
late In the House of Commons at 1:20 
o'clock this morning, practically in its 
original form, Nearly all the amend- 
ments submitted had been withdrawn 
or defedted, 

Whether the bill ever will reach the 
statute books is questionable, for it 
is not Ikely that a conference of the 
mine owners and miners called by Pre- 
mier Asquith for Monday will result 
in an independent agreement between 
them, rendering the bill unnecessary. 
In this case the measure might be 
withdrawn. 

It is believed that the labor leaders 
having failed to induce the govern- 
ment to define in the bill the minimum 
rates to be paid underground work- 
ers, would prefer a settlement of the 
controversy without legislation, It is 
clear that the strike movement ‘s 
weakening and that the men are anxi- 
ous to return to work. 

The attitude of the leaders on Fri- 
day was in strong contrast to the 
spirit of defiance they previously had 
shown. They appeared to have real- 
ized the uselessness of fighting both 
the coal mine owners and the govern- 
ment while dependent upon their rap- 
idly exhausting treasuries and the pre- 
sent indications are that work in the 
mines will be resumed in a few days.

THINKS STRIKE WILL 
LESSEN IMMIGRATION 


Canadian Northern Agent Just Re- 
turned From England Says That 
Many will be Without Means for 
Leaving the Country,

Montreal, March 222.—One phase 
of the British coal strike and of the

“Conditions in the provincial towns 
of England at the present time are 
appalling,” said Mr, Southall, ‘The 
coal strike was just starting when I 
sailed, but there were hundreds of 
thousands «f people starving before 
that. What conditions are now is 
unimagineable.” 

“This discontent it might be at first 
supposed, would cause many to leave 
the country, but, as a matter of fact 
it will have rather an opposite effect. 
The people have not the means of 
setting away trom the misery which 
surrounds them. The middle classes 
are in sympathy with the strikers, 
but the aristocrats are adamant 
against demands for a living wage.”

Hilisville, Va., March 22,—Sidna 
Edwards, a \all, rigked mountaineer 
of 24, sat calmly in the darkness of 
the lit'le brick jail here tonicht, the 


first catch of the posse who have 
been scouring the montains for 
those of the Allén gang who cot 


away after the court house assassina- 
tion of March 14, when a judge, proa- 
ecutor, sheriff and two bystanders 
were killed and two .cthers seriously 
wounded. 

Tonight young Edwards, emaciated 
and worn from a Week's wandering 
in the thicket, protests his innocence 
on the tndictment of murder against 
him, and the hunters, spurred on by 
a day's success, are up in the Blvs 
Ridge hunting for, on the same 
charge, his brother, Wesley Edwards; 
his uncle, Sidna Allen, and his cous- 
ins, Claude and Fred Allen. 

Was Asleep When Caught, 

Detectives Fells and W. W, Phaut, 
heading a posse, came upon Edwards 
at ii o'clock this morning asleep in 
an empty hut, but a mile from hi 
home. He was unarmed and when 
he woke the detectives were at hia 
side, He made no resistance and 
went to a farmer's house near Lambs- 
burg, Va. and started for Hillsville 
with his captors early today. Jack 
Alien, his uncle, one of the Ailens 
who was not at the court house on 
the day of the tragedy, joined his 
nephew on the way In and galloped 
along with the panty. 

Rumor flew persistently about the 
countryside today that the Allen 
gang, still at large, discouraged by 
the taking of Edwards, and probably 
impressed with the ultimate futility 
of their flight, had sent a propos'- 
tion to Govertior Mann, offering to 
surrender if they were permitted to 
plead guilty to murder in the second 
degree. 

Such a proposal was said to have 
been made to Detective W. C. Bald- 
win, at Roanoke, by a relative of the 
Allens, but the detective refused to 
talk about it Tt is said he turned 
it down. Governer Marin, in Rich- 
mond tonight, declared he had heard 
no such préposal.” ~ 
Sidna Edwards, the man in jail to- 
night, and his brother Wesley were 
the principals in an escapade which 
started the trouble which culmina.ed 
in the assassination at the eourt 
house. The brothers had attempted 
to oust an uncle, a minister named 
Garland, from his pulpit and were 
arrested for breaking the peace. 
Vioyd Allen attempted to free them 
and bad been convicted and sentenced 
for interfering with an officer when 
the shooting on March 14th began.

RACING IN ARGENTINE, 


An English visitor to the Argentine 
Republic has much that is interesting 
to tell of the advancement of racing in 
that prosperous country, where horses 
perhaps have a higher value than 
anywhere else in the world. At ary 
rate, the yearling market is highest 
there. These are some extracts from 
his story ; 

We arrived on a Saturday, and on 
every Sunday there is racing at Pal- 
ermo, so, of course, we went. Palermo 
is the Newmarket of the Argentine. 
The park is four miles from the city, 
and you can go either by tramcar, by 
private motor car (there are Te) taxis), 
or by cab. The admission to the chief 
enclosure is 148. They do not charge 
for race-cards, The thing that struck 
one most was the intense silence. 
Bookmakers are not allowed here — 
only totalizators. The writer has at- 
tended race meetings in France, India, 
Belgium, Johannesburg, Germany, Cape 
Town, Austria. and Natal, all of which 
countries pride themselves on having 
exchanged bookmakers Yor totaliza- 
tors, but there is not on one of these 
race-coutses such a silence as prevails 
at Buenos Ayres. The horses seen on

SUIT IS SETTLED BY A “GHOST.” 


Appearance of Alleged Dead Man 
Causes Sensation in Court, 


New York, March 22—The “ghost” 
that so frightened the three Tully sis- 
ters in the supreme court while one of 
them was testifying in a suit to re- 
cover $50,000 from the city and two 
other defendants for the death of their 
brother James—who was thrown from 
a truck he was driving—was in court 
again Tuesday.

In the current number of Canada 
Monthiy, Mae Harris Anson has writ- 
ten a very interesting story of the 
pioneer experiences of Mrs. David 
McDougall and Mrs, John McDeugall, 
of Calgary. The subjects of her story 
are the best known ptoneer women 
of Calgary and have a wide circle of 
friends throughout the province. Mra, 
Annie MecWhinney McDougal] is the 
wite of David McDougall, and they 
reside alternately in Calgary and 
Banff. Mrs, Geo, 8. Ross, Calgary ts, 
her daughter, Mrs, John McDougall is 
the wife af Rev, John McDougall, D,

The sketch is as follows:— 

When Annie McWhinney said “Yes” 
to young David McDougall, his sole 
possessions were a pair of horses, a 
good wagon and a reputation through- 
out the Indian country of the Can- 
adian plains as a man who knew no 


fear, a trader who gave a square 
deal, and a friend worth while in 
time of adversity, In the spring of 
1871, David and Annie McDougall 


started on their honeymoon trip across 
country, ning hundred miles to old 
Fort Edmonton, 


Today, Annie MeDougall’s brow is 


unlined; her hair is barely touched 
with silver; she lonks as if her life 
had been spent in sheltered places, as | 
if all ills and worries and hardships 
had been warded from her, Yet for 
the first fifteen years of her life in 
the west, whether she was out on 
the trail with her traderhusband, or 


keeping store alone at the trading 
post on the Bow river, where Calgary 
now stands, there was scarcely a day 
but Annie McDougall faced situations 
harrowing enough to have lined her 
face deeply; and turned her hair white 


as snow. And in all the stirring years 
from 1871 until the coming of the 
Canadian Pacific railway founded 


towns and fostered civilization along 
its right of way, Annie McDougall 
played her part with a man’s cour- 
age and with all a man’s resourceful- 
ness, in the blood stirring incidents 
that inevitably came to them in the 


Indian country, where frequently only | 


a hair line divided safety from direst 
peril, 

The year 1870 marked the greatest 
tragedy in the whole history of the 
Indians of western Canada, a tragedy 
that not only worked a change for 
evil in the attitude of the red man 
toward the white, but also made pos- 
sible the support of Louis Riel in his 
absurd pretentions to a red man's 
government in the west, independent 
Canada. For with the new year of 
1870, the dreadful scourge of small- 
pox fell upon the Northland, and not 
the greatest devastation cf the great 
scourges of Alstory were so fatal in 
proportion as that which followed in 
the wake of this terrible disease am- 
ong the Indians of the Canadian 
Northwest. 

The smallpox came in with the 
white man. It is, to this day, called 
the ‘white man's disease.” The buf- 
falo also literally faded away from 
the prairies at his advent. Sc, with

their ranks cut dewn ‘wo-thirds when 
the scourge Had spent itself, and fa- 
mine pinching the remrant, a new 
hatred was born among them all for 
the white man, and everything that 
belonged to him, 

1t was into this atmosphere of hos- 
tility that David McDougall took his 
wife. 

At first, Mrs. McDougall travelled 
with her husband, as he went among 
the Indians, but as success came to 
them, David McDougall built a trad- 
ing post at the junction of the Bow 
ond Elbow rivers, and there alone, 
or with her sister-in-law, Mra, John, 
Annie McDougall kept store during 
her husband's long abscences in the 
north. Until years later, even after 
the Nor h-West Mounted police had 
clamped law and order firmly upon 
the North-West Territories, the Indi- 
ans lived in the hope that some time 
they could terrorize the “white squaw” 
of David McDougal! and obtain the 
biggest end of the bargain, if not, the 
whole store as loot. And in the lodg- 
es of their sons and grandsons today, 
there is many a tale told of the un- 
breakable courage of the two women 
and many a chuckle is heard over the 
story ct the times without number 
when Annie MeDougali'’s wit and re- 
sourcefulness availed, where mere 
strength or skill as a marksman would

BASEBALL 


ORGANIZED BASEBALL RULES 

So-called “organized baseball” ems 
braces leagues and clubs in the United 
States and Canada which are banded 
together by what is called the nation- 
al agreement, says the New York Sun. 
There are two major leagues, the Na- 
tional and American and forty minor 
leagues, operating under an iron-clad 
contract, and fepresenting more than 
235 clubs, which employ a total ot 
nearly 5,000 bali players. The gov- 
erning body is the National Baseball 
Commission, with headquarters in 
Cincinnati, The commission is called 
the supreme court of baseball as it has 
jurisdiction over all leagues in cases of 
appeal. 


Contracts and Field 

Players’ contracts are respectcd and 
territorial rights are preserved. It is 
impossiblé for any organized ball club 
to invade another minor league or ma- 
jor league city without incurring a 
heavy penalty. It 
for any club to sign.a player owned 
by a rival without first purchasing 
that player's release. In the major lea- 
be sold to 


gues a player cannot 

minor league until all major league 
clubs have waived claim on his ser- 
vices. In that event he must y with 
the club to which he is assigned or 
secure employment with a _ so-callod 


“outlaw”. Players can be sold or trad- 
ed without their consent, and can also 
be forced to accept salaries named by 
their employers, 

Reserve Rule. 

The reserve rule, which has been 
called the “bulwark of professional 
baseball, was tested in the courts in 
1890. The courts” ruled that this 
clause in the player's contract was il- 
legal. John M. Ward, under reserve 
to the New York club in 1890, signed 
a contract to play with the Brooklyn 
Brotherhood Club. The New York 
club, of which John B. Day was pres - 
dent, brought sult against Ward. It 
was shown that in Ward's contract

compelled to accept a clause

ing him for the following year, 
though the club retained the right to 
release him wth a ten-days’ notice.

Within recent years a new arfange- 
ment has been made, 
advice, by which the glayers are held 
by their employers from year to ear. 
‘The form of contract now sighed by a 
Player usually omits all reference to a 


reserve or option clause, but the club | 


each fall sends a list of reserved play- 
ers’ to the National Commission. By 
mutual agreement this list takes the 
form of a contract. No player so list- 
ed can be tampered with. He must be 
asked to sign a contract not later 
than February 1, and if he fails to sign 
before the championship season begins 
he is liable to suspension and cannot 
play until he is reinstated. A player 
who refuses to sign and remains idle 
for a year finds himself in the same 
boat and generally had to pay a-fine 
before he is restored to good standing. 

The governors of professional base- 
ball for many years have jnsisted that 
without the national agreement terri- 
torial rights would not be respected, 
and that rival clubs in the same city 
would spell disaster. But under the 
present non-conflicting schedules riyal 
clubs in New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago and St. Louis have pros- 
pered,

reservation of players it is 
pointed out that the game could not 
be conducted otherwise. Competition 
for the services of stars is impossible 
under the plan, hence club expenses 
are limited. 
Bought and Sold 

Baseball slavery, so called, is a dir- 
ect result of the agreement binding all 
clubs together. Players are bought 
and sold for cash. An agreement with 
the minor leagues enables the majors 
te draft players at certain fixed prices 
or to purchase them before September 
1 at figures mutually agreed upon, 

The Philadelphia Athletics, for in- 
stances, bought a pitcher named Rus- 
sell from Baltimore in 1910 for $12,000. 
The Baltimore club derived alone 4 
profit, as the player has failed to’'come 
up to expectations.

The slavery of the players first be- 
came a Hve topic when the Boston 
‘club bought Mike Kelly and John 
Clarkson from the Chicago clab for 
$20,000. Later the Boston club paid
